might have had a hat-trick. In 
the event, he was on target once 
with Dylan Evans and Macken- 
zie grabbing the other two. 
At the back Wycombe were 
also far more confident and both 
Alan Phillips and Keith Mead 
dominated a disappointing 
Southall attack. Phillips in par- 
ticular, had a great game. Peter 
Spittle also deserves a mention 
for a brilliant penalty save when 
the score stood at 1-0. On the 
debit side, however, there is still 
room for considerable improve- 
ment in control up front where 
both Evans and Derek Harris, 
playing against his former team- 
mates, were at fault, 
Home ‘keeper Gordon Linton

side down, however. In a hectic 


-scramble inside the Wycombe 


box the ball struck the hand of 
a Wanderers defender and a 
linesman spotted the offence. 
Waving his flag fiercely, he even- 
tually attracted the attention of 
referee Gregory, who had earlier 
ignored two offsides from his 
fellow officials. After con- 
sultation, the spot kick was 
awarded and Gary Hibbs sent 
the bali wide of Spittle. Mr 
Gregory, however, was not 
ready and the kick was retaken. 
Hibbs thumped the ball the same 
way but this time Spittle flung 
himself across and somehow 
kept the shot out, injuring 
himself in the process. He con- 
tinued after treatment. 

Nine minutes later Wanderers 
increased their lead with a fine 


-move involving Harris, Mackenzie 


and Evans and culminating with 
Horseman rapping a shot 
into the net. There were several 
more chances before Macken- 
zie, who had laid on Horseman’s 
scoring chance, was returned the 
compliment in the 85th minute.
